District Produce $50,000 Worth 
in 1927 


Irrigation farmers in the West 
Duchess distript had a good year in 
1926. 


In tabulating the results of four- 
teen farmers in this district, the 
following figures are obtained: 

In 1926 these fourteen farmers: 
farmed 2,000 acres of land, produc- 
ing thereon 30,600 bushels.of wheat, 
valued at $1.15 per bushel, total val- 
ue $35,190.00; 5,500 bushels of barley 


$3,300.00; 1,200 bushels of oats valued 
at 50q a bushel, total value $600; 
300 tons of alfalfa hay end green 
feed valued at $8 a ton in the stack, 
total value $2,400.00; 270 head of 
hogs for which they receiyed $5,455; 
price per pound being from $9.75 
per cwt. to $13.50, and also selling 
$3,000.00 worth of cattle. 

To sum up the value of this pro- 
duce we have: wheat $35,190.00; 
barley $3,300.00; oats $600; hay 
$2,400.00; hogs $5,455.00; cattle 
$3,000.00; making a total of approxi- 
mately $50,000.00. 

Fourteen farmers producing 
$60,000.00 worth of farm produce 
gives each farmer an average of 
$3,571.43, to say nothing of the sale 
of cream, butter, eggs, and poultry, 
which the housewife generally gets, 
and the man of the farm can’t give 
you the figures on.

may be grown will be extended very 
much farther North than ever before,

CONDITIONS AFFECTING THE © 
SUCCESS OF LEGUME 
INOOULATION 
(Experimental | Farms Note.) 

Although in some. cases inoculation 
may mean the difference between suc- 
cess and failure, yet it should always 
be remembered that it is but one fac- 
tor in successful legume production. 
Even the best cultures will be un- 
succéssful if the other conditions nec- 
essary for a good Jegume stand are 
not met. An inoculated crop requires 
the same care in seed selection and in! 
the preparation and tillage of the soil 
as an uninoculated crop. When good 
soil and climatic conditions prevail, | 
and when the crop is cared for pro- 
perly, inoculation js most likely to 
bring benefits. 

' Failure of inoculation to benifit a 
crop may be assigned to a number of 
different causes, Information on this 
point is belng accumulated by the 
Division of Bacterfology, Central Ex-,

In other instances, however, where 
crop growth is poor with treated as 
well as untreated seed, adverse ciim- 
atic or soil conditions may be respon- 
sible for lack of success. Drought, 
poor drainage, soil sourness, etc. ate 
‘outstanding causes for legume failure 
even with treated seed, the adverse 
conditions affecting the bacteria as 
well as the plants themselves. Good 
drainage and liming are frequently 
necessary before a good legume stand 
ean be established, the amelioration 
of the soil from these: improvements 
favoring the erop, not only directly, 
but also indirectly by fostering the 
\nitrogen gatheriig bacteria, which 
then have a much better chance of 
surviving when introduced into the 
soil, When a soi] is being limed for 
legume cultivation it is best to add 
; the Mme well in advance of seeding 
to give it sufficient time to react with 
the soil before inoculated seed is 
planted. Adding lime together with 
treated seed may. result in the des- 
truction of large numbers of legume 
bacteria. 

In stil] other cases, non-success niay 
be simply the result of using inferior 
seed, the crop being thus handicaped 
from the start, The remedy in such 
cases is Obvious, In considering in- 
oculation it should always be remem- 
bered that legume bacteria aro living 
things and may be quite powerless to 
overcome detrimental factors, hey 
the better the soll and cultural con 
ditions, the better . will be th
